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Swimming Pool 
Meeting, Sun., Feb. 17 

Coleman young people may enjoy the fa¬ 
cilities of a swimming pool next year if rate¬ 
payers of Coleman, and citizens of the Im¬ 
provement District sanction spending of the 
government's recreation grants in a joint ef¬ 
fort. This matter is to be discussed at a public 
meeting scheduled to be held in the Union hall 
ot 2 p.m. on Sunday, February 17. 


Staff Sgt. H. Lord 
Is Transferred 


Decision to hold the public meet¬ 
ing was made at the council’s 
regular meeting on Tuesday eve¬ 
ning, January 29th, when citizens 
of the Improvement District and 
Blairmore road represented by 
Steve Mraz and Bill Skura ap¬ 
proached council to discuss the 
feasibility of building a swimming 
pool. 

The Improvement District and 
the town’s government recreation¬ 
al grants total some $27,000, and 
if a pool is built another $7,000 
grant is available boosting the to¬ 
tal to $34,000. 

It was estimated that a pool 
similar to the one in Cochrane, 
measuring 55 feet by 24 feet, would 
entail a cost of some $40,00u. 

These figures were divulged by 
William Skura of the Improvement 
District, who visited Cochrane last 
season to examine the pool in that 
community which has a popula¬ 
tion of only 1700. 

Since it was felt that Coleman 
proper would have to bear the cost 
of maintaining such a pool, if it is 
built, brought up the matter for 
discussion and several of the re¬ 
presentatives of council and the 
Improvement District, reported 
that this could be overcome by 
having the Improvement District 
increase its millrate so that a 
proportionate cost of operation 
would be borne by them as well 
as the town. 

It was stated that the hamlet of 
Hillcrest, which is also an Im¬ 
provement District, had done this 
to help pay off their new com¬ 
munity centre built last year. 

Councillor John Holyk asked 
Steve Mraz, who is chairman of 
the Coleman School Board, if the 
school would accept the pool as a 
gift if built on the school property, 
as Mr. Holyk pointed out that this 
would be the only fair way to see 
that costs of pool operation are 
evenly borne by all concerned. 

Councillor Jenkins suggested 
that if the green light was given 
to build the pool that considera¬ 
tion should be given to building a 
closed-in pool so that an appreci¬ 
able season of swimming could be 
enjoyed. He indicated that the sea¬ 
son here for swimming is very 
short, and with a closed pool a 
long season could be enjoyed. 

Mayor John Ramsay, feeling that 
nothing could be settled at this 
meeting, suggested that a public 
meeting be called where all ideas 
and suggestions could be thrashed 
out. 

Jack Jenkins, representing the 
residents of West Coleman, was 
also present at the meeting, and 
informed council that residents 
there are faced with the problem 
of having water in their basements 
which in turn prevents many of 
the people from enjoying gas 
furnaces. 

Mr. Jenkins suggested that the 
water coming into West Coleman 
was rusty and oily and concluded 
that this water was coming out of 
the International’s north mine, 
which was filled last year. He also 
added that if the town does not do 
something about having this prob¬ 
lem corrected, the council should 
consider a considerable tax allow¬ 
ance reduction as the citizens are 
beinfr deprived of the use of thei: 
basements and the use of gas 
furnaces which thus depreciates 
the value of their homes. 

Mr. Jenkins also queried as to 
what action council was taking to 
have the coal company remedy 
the dust problem emanating from 
the new dryers installed by the 
mine. 

ft was reported that council 
members had met with F. J. Har- 
quail of Coleman Collieries, who 
indicated that when the dryer is 
fully accepted by the company the 
unit will put out a minimum of 
dust. It was also indicated that the 
coal company are tearing down the 
old sheds in the vicinity of the 


McGillivray tipple and that the 
•lurry here would be covered with 
gravel to eliminate some dust. 

The slurry will, in future, be 
piped into the old mine workings. 

Information also disclosed that 
the water escaping from the mine 
was going into the Crows Nest 
River east of town, which is at a 
much lower level than West Cole¬ 
man. However, the company’s en¬ 
gineers are to look into the matter. 

Mr. Jenkins was informed that 
with resped to the water problems 
that the town have contacted the 
Minister of Water Resources with 
a view to having the river dredged 
through West Coleman, which 
would help to relieve the water 
problems. 

Further investigation is being 
carried out to completely elimin¬ 
ate the problem. Council assured 
Mr. Jenkins that they were doing 
all in their power to eliminate 
both the dust and water problems 
and would leave no Stone unturned 
until the matter is completely 
cleared up. 

The Old Man River District 
Planning Commission suggested 
that the department include the 
Improvement District as a mem¬ 
ber so that a unified planning con¬ 
trol can be enjoyed by all con¬ 
cerned. 

An extension course In Civil De¬ 
fence training is to be investigat¬ 
ed if a minimum of 25 candidates 
enroll for the training. It was felt 
that there would be no difficulty 
in getting the 25 interested per¬ 
sons as the Coleman 15 j man volun¬ 
teer Fire Brigade has already 
signified its interest. 

Council also heard the Coleman 
Library financial statemnet for the 
year, which indicated that a suc¬ 
cessful year bad been enjoyed. 

Receipts indicated a grant of 
$500.00 from the Coleman School 
District, $300.00 from the govern¬ 
ment, membership dues $130.00, 
fines and fees, $25.10, and with a 
balance of $248.64 from the previ¬ 
ous year a total of $1203 74 was 
realized. 

Expenditures of $798.45 for v 
books, $10.00 for repairs, $96.63 
for supplies totalled $905.08 which 
left a bank balance of $298.66 for 
the year. 

The report also showed that 
there were 2320 books in the lib¬ 
rary in 1962 as compared to 1605 
in the previous year. 

Books purchased during the year 
totalled 771 with 50 books being 
withdrawn from the shelves. 

Memberhsip for the year was 
308 persons. 

A new set of Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica was donated to the library 
by the Britannica company dur¬ 
ing the year and these, with other 
reference books have been put on 
the shelves along with other ref¬ 
erence books for the members’ 
convenience. 

The library enjoyed a success¬ 
ful year under the supervision of 
Mrs. Roy Upton, Mrs. Mildred Zak 
and Rev. H. deLdeuw and volun¬ 
teer workers. 

The school district and council 
were sent letters of thanks in ap¬ 
preciation of their fine donations 
towards the library’s operation.

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Heliocopter Crash 
Claims Two Lives 


A helicopter accident in Phillips 
Pass, just north-west of the Sent¬ 
inel Power plant, three miles from 
Coleman, and near the Alberta - 
British Columbia boundary claim¬ 
ed the lives of two men on Friday 
afternoon, February 8th. 

Dead are pilot of the helicop¬ 
ter, David Francis McTavish of 
the Chinook Flying Service of 
Calgary, and Archibald G. Fra¬ 
ser, area superintendent of Al¬ 
berta Gas Trunk Lines at Sen¬ 
tinel. 

Reports indicate the two men 
were on a routine check flight of 
the 36-inch pipe line, running 
through Phillips Pass, and were 
proceeding east when the accident 
occurred in the early afternoon. 

The aircraft was flying in an 
easterly direction into a bright 
sun. The helicopter crashed just 
below a steel cable that is used 
to carry a small cable car to the 
microwave tower on top of Mt. 
Phillips. 

When the helicopter crashed it 
burst into flames. The body of 
Fraser was still in its seat .while 
the body of McTavish was a few 
feet from the wreckage, which is 
scattered over the area.

Vapors Are Harmful 
Warns Safety Body 

Vapors from improperly deordor- 
ized garments cleaned in self-ser¬ 
vice dry cleaning machines can 
be dangerous, warns the National 
Safety League of Canada. 

The League has reports of in¬ 
stances where such vapors intoxi¬ 
cated car drivers and caused seri¬ 
ous accidents. 

“The introduction of self-ser¬ 
vice, coin-operated dry cleaning 
establishments,” N.S.L. declared, 
“has created this new condition 
necessitating adequate precautions 

Fluids used in dry cleaning are 
known to be toxic, said Gay Mc¬ 
Laren, N.S.L. genera] manager. 

If garments are not properly de¬ 


odorized in the tumbling operation 
at the end of the cleaning cycle, 
residual vapors will be present 
in the articles for some time. 

Should these improperly dried 
garments be placed in a closed 
area, such as a car with windows 
shut, the vapors can harm the oc¬ 
cupants. 

Mr. McLaren said, “If a strong 
odor of solvent is detected when 
the garments come from the drier, 
they should not be placed in an 
area without proper ventilation. If 
that area is a car, there must 
be lots of fresh air. Hang the art¬ 
icles in a well-ventilated room at 
home until the odor of the toxic 
solvent has disappeared.”

New Red Cross 
Record in 
Blood Collections 

The Canadian Red Cross Blood 
Transfusion Service has reported 
that it collected 744,006 bottles of 
blood in 1962, an increase of 64,- 
687 bottles over the previous year. 

Vernon C. Hale, of Hamilton, 
national blood donor chairman, 
said that the figure was a new 
high for blood donations in Can¬ 
ada and represented an increase 
of 9.52 per cent over 1961. 

Mr. Hale was enthusiastic about 
the support of voluntary donors, 
and stated that due to their gen¬ 
erosity throughout the year the 
Canadian Red Cross was able to 
meet the demands of Canadian 
hospitals for whole blood and 
blood products. He estimated al¬ 
most 300,000 patients received free 
transfusion therapy during the 


Based on the price of blood 
prior to the introduction of the 
free blood service, usually $25.00 
per bottle, Red Cross authorities 
estimate that the blood transfu¬ 
sion service saved Canadian pa¬ 
tients more than 18 million dol¬ 
lars in 1962. 

The Red Cross blood transfu¬ 
sion service provides free sup¬ 
plies of whole blood and blood 
products such as serum albumin, 
gamma globulin, fresh frozen 
plasma, anti-hemophilic globulin, 
and fibrinogen to all hospitals and 
medical practitioners in Canada. 

Blood collections according to 
provinces: 

British Columbia, 66,313; Al¬ 
berta, 69,937; Saskatchewan, 38,- 
873; Manitoba, 49,098; Ontario, 
248,165; Quebec, 192,357; New 


Brunswick, 25,385; Nova Scotia, 
35,358; Prince Edward Island, 5,- 
244; Newfoundland, 13,276. 

Since the inauguration of the 
blood transfusion service in 1947, 
Canadians have voluntarily donat¬ 
ed 5,929,360 bottles of their blood 
to the Red Cross. 

The Canadian and the American 
Red Cross also have a mutual 
agreement and in most cases, are 
able to provide free blood for citi¬ 
zens who may require transfu¬ 
sion therapy while visiting our re¬ 
spective countries.

Victim of ‘Highway 
Accident 

A Bellevue man, John Venier, 
31, is being held in custody by 
Blairmore police following an ac¬ 
cident involving his oar at 12:45 
a.m.

He worked in the mine for West 
Canadian Collieries as a track 
layer until the early 1950’s, when 
he retired on a miners’ welfare 
pension. 

He was a member of the Italian 
Society, Blairmore local of the 
UMWA and the Hillcrest Miners 
Club. 

Survivors include one son Frank, 
and three grandchildren in Cal¬ 
gary, Alberta. 

Prayers were said Tuesday at 
7:30 p.m., in the Chapel of Hall’s
